Keport of Trustees of Central Cemetery. 


Our fourth annual report is herewith respectfully submitted : 

The demand for lots has been limited during the past year, 
only three having been sold, but when the advantages, in every 
respect, of this cemetery are considered over the average private 
burial lots in town, it is only a question of time when all of the 
lots will be disposed of. The attention of lot owners is re- 
spectfully called to article 10 of the By-Laws. It should be 
the aim of each owner to grade his lot and afterwards to keep 
it from growing up to vines and weeds. As there is nothing 
in the By-Laws regu.ating the placing of so-called corner stones,. 
those who have proeured them have consulted their own fancy 
as to the proper place to put them, the result being that some 
ave on the corners and others are not. While not desiring to 
dictate in this respect, it is our opinion that such a stone is de- 
signed for the corners of a Jot, and should be placed there, 
both for protection and to mark the correct boundary line. To 
place them elsewhere looks as though they were intended for 
ornaments, instead of boundary marks. Many lot owners have 
expressed a desire to have shade trees set out around the bor- 
ders of the cemetery and on each side of the avenue leading 
thereto, and there can be no doubt that trees would add very 
much to looks and value of the place, and it is our intention to 
make a beginning in this matter this spring. There are at 
present 169 graves in the cemetery. 

Appended is the financial account for the year; also a finan- 
cial statement of the cemetery from its commencement to date.

Report of the School Board. 


FELLow Citizens or Rye: 

In the public schools the boy and girl for the first time ap- 
preciate the great American idea that all are upon an equality 
and that each must achieve success by individual! effort or as- 
sume the responsibility for failure. The public schools are for 
all, and as the strength and safety of our government depends 
upon the education of the mass of tue people, rich and poor 
alike, hence the vital importance of a liberal support of the 
free public schools. 

The work of the school is the business of the scholar and 
the scholar should be impressed with the idea that their busi- 
ness can no more be neglected without loss than the business of 
their parents. The responsibility for negligence of school du- 
ties through absence or idleness rests not wholly upon the 
scholar, but quite largely upon the parents, who know, or ought 
to, the general conduct of their children, and who, by inaction, 
assent to such conduct. The loss of interest consequent upon 
interrupted attendance, the waste from gaps in_ individual 
progress as compared with school or class progress, the forma- 
tion of pernicious habits in inexactness and irresponsibility are 
losses that are not easily estimated. 

All of our schools have made good progress during the year, 
due largely to the fact that we have been able to secure the ser- 
vices of the same experienced and skillful teachers for the 
whole vear, which we think is a great advantage, as no teacher 
can do his best work the first term. 

During the year we have introduced into our school the New 
Normal Readers, which we think are a great improvement over 
the old Readers. ‘The West school house ha3 been improved 
with a new porch, tower and bell, painted inside and out, a new

floor and settles in the anteroom, ete. At the East a new lot 
has been purchased, foundation laid and the work of building a 
new school house will probably commence as soon as the weath- 
er permits. 

We would again remind you of the need of a public library, 
and hope the time is not far distant when you will show suf- 
ficient interest in advancing the cause of popular education to 
vote to accept the offer of the State of one hundred dollars’ 
worth of books, by establishing a town library, and making 
the necessary appropriation of twenty-five dollars.. We believe 
that a library once established would prove, as it grows from 
year to year, of ever increasing value, not only to our older 
scholars, but also to you all.. 

Thanking you for your co-operation with teachers, and with 
us in the school work, we ask you to continue your interest in 
the educational welfare of our town.

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Report of the Newcastle Bridge Agents. 


The undersigned, a committee chosen at the March election, 
1894, to make an effort to relieve the town of the burden of 
maintaining the Newcastle Bridge, respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report : 

Your committee commenced an action by petitioning the Su- 
preme court to assess the county for such part of the expense 
of rebuilding the bridge as the court might find just and equit- 
able, basing our case upon Chapter 73, Sections 1 and 35 of the 
“General Statutes, which says that when the whole expense of 
repairing a highway would be burdensome to the town, the su- 
preme court may order any part of the expense paid by the 
county. We presented to the court facts and figures showing 
what the bridge had cost and what must be expended in the 
near future, and also the little benefit derived from it by the 
town. ‘The court sent the question, as to whether it was. bur- 
densome to the town which has a rate of taxation below the 
average in the county, to the full bench, which was sent back 
to Judge Smith with authority to make a decision, which he de- 
cided that: it was not burdensome. 

That ends the matter as far as we feel at liberty to act. We 
have endeavored to make the expenses of the case us small as 
possible, and might have made them much less if we had not 
been obliged to have the case dragged through three terms of 
court, then to the full bench and back. 

Realizing that justice has been denied the town, we would 
suggest and recommend that the town take immediate action 
toward securing some legislation, not by asking for an appro- 
priation of a few hundred dollars, but by securing an act 
amending the statutes, making it clear that when a highway is 
expensive and of little or no benefit to the town, that the court 
may order the county to pay a just portion of it regardless of 
the rate of taxation; or by an act making all bridges costing 
above a stated sum to be maintained by the county in which 
they are situated ; or by the State, when over tide-water. We 
believe that by persistent and well directed efforts that our 
town can throw off this perpetual burden, which it must be, un- 
less we make every reasonable effort to relieve ourselves from it.
